BLAINE'S SIZE-UP
OF THE SITUATION,

Digest of the Promised Maga-
zine Article From the
Statesman's Pen

GIVEN OUT IN ADVANCE.

The Issnes of the Hour Discussed in
a Masterly Manner.

A Comparison of the Letters of Ac-
ceptance of Both Candidates—The
President Pretiily Complimented by
His Ex-Secre'ary of State—Cleve-
land’'s Letter Sharply Criticlsed—The
Ex-President Accused of Making a
Platform for Himself—The Forcs Elll
Decried —Jeffersonian Democracy a
Thing of the Pasig—Little National
Difference Bstween the Leading Par-
ties of To-Day—Wayne MacVeagh,
Anticipating Fgan's Reply, Writes
the Minister to Chile a Caustic Epls-
tle.

NEw Yorg, Oct. 23 —Mr. Blaine's long-
promised utterance on the Presidental elec-
tion of 1892 appears in the November num-
ber of the North American Review, which will
be published to-morrow. It oeccupies 13
vages of ihe magazine.

AMr. Blaine notes the lack of excitement
sitending the prescnt elections, contrasting
it with the turmoil of interest that char-
scterized the eampaign of the elder Harri-
son. This change in the public intere:t in
such contests, he suggests, may be =zc-
counted for by the growth in population
and the consequent shsorption in vast ecom-
mercial and financial operations, and it may
possibly indicate s subsidence, in the
future, of extreme partisanship.

Mr. Blaine gives special attention to the
letters of the Presidental candidates. Of
President Harrison’s letter he says, among
other things, that *“Perbaps none of his
predecessors has made so exhaustive, sod
none a more clear presentation of the ques-
tions involved.”

Cleveland's Letter Sharply Criticised,

Mr, Cleveland's letter is subjected to
searching criticism. Mr, Blaine finds that
in greater measure than Mr. Harrison's it
deparis from the platform ot his party; in
fact, that *“Mr,Oleveland has made the plat-
form upon which he 1s now before the peo-
ple,*” and that “Mz. Cleveland’s departures
from the positions of his party’s platform
on the quextion of free trade confirm the
impression, which has been general, that a
large proportion of the Democratic party
believe in protection in some form.”

Mr, Blaine takes caustic commeat upon
Mr. Cleveland's utteranee on the currency
sud the State banks He upholds the Re-
publican poliey of granting liberal pensions
1o the veterans of the wsar. On this point
he sars: “The amount we contribute to pen-
sions is Jarger than the amount paid by any
the European nations for a standing
army. Surely the binding up of wounds of
a past war is & more mereifnl and honor-
shle work than preparing the country for a
new oqne.

The Force Bill Issue Decried,

The most remarkable thing in the Presi-
dental canvass of 1892 Mr. Blaine regards
a* *the manner in which in some sections of
the country all other issues have been put

of sight, and the foree bill alone
brought into prominence.” The representa-
tions as to the purpese and the effect of &
toree bill, bowever, he declares to be incon-
sistent with the spirit of President Har-
rison's letter.

Mr, Blaine is full and explicit in his
trestment of the subject of reciproeitr,
claiming that » materizl increase bas been
eaused in the United States’ trade by recip-
rocal treaties with the islands and countries
of Ameriea, and particularly by the treaties
made with Europesn countries. Mr. Blaine
uotes interestieg figures in relation to the
increase of trade with the Leeward and
Windward Islands snd Cubs, and he pre-
dicts in relation to Cuba that *“‘we shall con-
quer by commerce far better than by force
ot arms, and cordially establish such mutual
interests between Cuba and this country
thet commercially the two countries will
be one.™

Jefferson Wonldn't Know His Party,

Mr. Blaine, dealing with the claim of the
Demoertic party to be the Jeffersonian
party, ssys: “It would surprise Jeflerson
if he could onee more appesr in the flesh to
jearn thet he is held as indorser of ell the
principles and measares advoested by the
Demoocratic party of to-day. It is perhaps
not werth while to enter into any elsborate
argument on the subject, but the Demoeracy
owes no littie of its success to the persist-
enoce with which its adherents have made
their disciples believe this pretension
through &ll the mutations of the ir party. It
was eqally true, it must be supposed, when
Mr. Buchanan, a confirmed Federalist, was
the President-elect of the Democracy,
tnough it is well known that the ohjeex of
My, Jefferson’s most intense dislike was the
Federal party.

in wain it is pointed out that the position
of Jefferson on any subject was directly the
reverse of the Democratic position; he is
duly quoted at the next convention, and a
new oath of allegisnce is taken to his prin-
ciples In 1801, sfter & severe ocontest,
Jefferson came to the Presidency sxthe
founder and head of the Republican party.
The prefix “Democratic” was sometimes,
though seldom, used

The Parties After All Much Alike,

The tenmcity which which Jefferson held
(o the proteetive prineiples was only pro-
portioned to the necessities of the country.
His sction in 1807, when bhe declined to
recommend the repesl or alteration of the
revenue law, after 8 surplus of $14,000,000
bad sccumulated, puts him in the sharpest
contrast to Mr, Cleveland, who, in his term
of office, treated the surplus sccumulated
as the sum of sll villainy.

In conelusion Mr. Blaine cails attention
1o the essential agreement of the two parties
on the grest majority of issues. *T¢ 1s in-
teresting and sugrestive,” he says, “‘to look
over the platforms of the two parties and
see how mwuch alike they are in several vital
measures siter the real and divisive iswnes
baye been sisied * * * Ir ”

SARDINIA'S DISASTER.

Many Villages Submerged and Handreds of
Lives Lost—Terrible Experiences of Sur-
vivors Who Bpent a Night on Impre-
vised Rafts—The Work of Eescune,

LoxDON, Oct. 22—The latest advices
from Cagliari give an appalling account of
the terrible storm and flood in Sardinia

Thursday and Friday—a calamity in which

hundreds of lives were lost and hundreds of

thousands of dollars’ worth of property de-
stroyed. The first indicatiens of the ap-
proaching hurricane were noticed Thursday
aftarnoon. The heat of the atmosphere be-
came oppressive, and castle and other ani-

mals grew restless and hurriediv sought

As the darkness of nlﬁs came on the
evclone burst npon the piain in full force.

RBain
in torrents, and the lowlands were
flooded in a very short time. The river
Mannuand other streams intersecting the
district soon overfiowed their banks.

Beores of dwellings and barns were demol-
tshed by the raging flood, and hundreds of
people who had sought refuge_on the roofs
of buildings were drowned. In mostof ths
viliares there were many huts bailt of mud
which collapsed in a few moments, forming
rafts to whieh many peasants clung during
the night notil they were rescoed.

‘On Friday morning the work of rescue
began in earnest. Dozens of s were
then found huddled together o elévations
of land and in the upper parts of the houses

that night was mﬂzln in the extreme. The
whole night lnl:g the air was filled with the
heart-rendin rleks of drowning human
peings and the terrified cries of sheep and
oattle, led with the oeaseless S!n of
alarm bells in neighboriog villages. Dogzens
of lives were saved by soldlers. One hun-
